We shell osotinue during the cooing quarter t* oarry out oxr current 
policy of Marching for agent oandldstes within the two broad grouping* of 
Qorwaa oltlsens and Oeman-born FHFKDB oltlaana currently resident In tho 
Federal Republic Our efforts to rearult Oepaen nationals netted In the 
past quarter one POA request and Initial oootaots with two ether Oernans 
with wham we lntond to nake further contact. We plan to continue expressing 
the work-wanted advehtlsononts In the demon newspapers, and as before to 
contact these advertisers who appear prcnl sing. 

As described In the Referoooe, we have listed In our nlorefllas froa 
the Frankfurt, Sttttgart, and Munich OMCZD flies a number of PWRDC oltlsens 
living la (Innanj who appear eligible for Initial contacts, according ta the 
orltarla which wo have established aa nooosaary for CABAT6M agent*. These 
considerable resource* are as yet largely untapped, but during the reporting 
period Project ease officers aade flwiisitta) osntaots within this group, 
and requested POAs on two of these persons. While a large percentage of 
the people In this category oanttot be considered due to ego. Infinity, or 
the foot that they live with relatives and thus do net peseesa private addres- 
see, the very else of the group offers encouraging possibilities. We will 
not, however, allow the Project to beoesw too dependant upon this group for 
Its agent Input; noot of tha boat qualified agent prospects continue to cone 
fron the "demon population. Wo will continue during tha next quarter our 
syateaatle review of the alorofllae and will make Initial contacts with 
more FBPHDBrs as tine perdite. 


As outlined In the Suaaary, the creation of the Opinion Research 
Group «qd the Seolological and Recnonlo Reports Unit and the subsequent 
instruct lea of all CABATOW agents living outside Frankfurt to forward their 
operational nail to those units has greatly eased the task of serviolng the 
Frankfurt poet of floe boxes. This, as well as a recent general review of 
the current usage of each box, has permitted us te either relocate or erase 
the operational assignments for scon of the boxes. We have reduced the 
number of post offloe boxes held by FOB fron 19 te 15 . This is tho lowest 
possible number of boxes with which we oan presently manage consistent with 
our current operational demands. We hope in the future te further reduce this 
nunber, however. We Intend to drop the other four boxes during the coming 
quarter, as soon as all operational assignment* to them have been transferred. 
The result Is that most boxes now require loss frequent serviolng; where It 
once took ten hours of case officer time per week to service all the boxes. 

It now requires about four hours per week. Both cover unit addresses are 
proving quite reliable. As an added means for Insuring that all CABATOM 
agents address their cover envelopes oorreotly (in tngllsh), each agent is 
being given a batch of preaddrtssad typewritten envelope a te use. Thus far 
only CABATCW-101, being a FBPW® oltlsen, has been given the Sociological 
and Boenomle Reports Unit address, but we have tested this channel through 
mass mailings and found It trustworthy. 

As s means In further speed the flow of operational mall threugh tha 
APO ts FOB, wa are exploring tha possibility of reserving within the APO 
a block ef post offloe boxes. In this oase the address for each would be 
simply, "Cowssnding Officer, Bo x APO 757, US Foroes” . Such boxes are 

sometimes used la the APO by various organic at lens, both classified and 
unclassified, because these units receive an abundance of mall whioh oan 
thereby be more easily sorted.

The CXEATCK Fi^Jeot Renewal Request, ESFA-38958, dated 1* Mar oh 19©, has 
redueed the e attested annual oeet ef the Frejeot and thus brought It into 
line with actual current expenses. Although the expenses of this reporting 
period do not fell under the Frejeot Renewal Request, we mention this to 
Indlosto that steps have been taken to aeeuro a more realistic estimate of 
future expenditures.

Wo have established a procedure of furnishing Berlin Base with ooplea 
of PRft Farts I and IZ on ths CABATOM agents who have bean assigned In 
support of their operatiens. This will enable BOB not only to bosons Informed 
ef the backgrounds of those Individuals but also to bo in a position to 
instruct t^sir agents te write neanlagful cover correspondence when trans- 
mitting SW through their letters. 

In order to maintain agent morale and to assure cur selves that 
operational nail continues te be properly handled bp the agents, we envisage 
during the next quarter a greatly expanded test latter pregraa. In the case 
of agents who currently receive very little operational mall, the handiie g 
of tost letters will serve to keep the agents froa forgetting the Instructions 
they received at the tine of recruitment, and alas to give then the fooling 
that they are still useful contractors. We ere also arranging for other 
Stations to nail sens test letters on cur behalf froa other Western countries, 
thus diversifying the places of origin of the letters and conforming to the 
oovor story originally given to the agents. 

We Intend else during the coning quarter to seek ways te further reduce 
our Frankfurt post offloo box holdings wherever feasible. Finally, we plan 
to recruit both Oerswn nationals and FBPRUC oltlsens living In Germany as 
dlaousaad above, at a monthly rate of recruitment about equal to that main- 
tained ovet the past several months. 
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
